Sweeping improvements destin- 
ed for Palm Beach International 
Airport moved forward on several 
fronts this week. 

The commission learned Monday 
that the Federal Aviation Agency 
has waived objections for the sale 
of some 600 acres of land adjacent 
to the airport. Sale of the land, the 
FAA said, would be okay if funds 
are used for airport improvements. 

The county commission welcom- 
ed the news, since the board plans 
to use funds from the land sale as 
a cushion and security to back a $3 
million bond issue for construction 
of a modern passenger terminal. 

Commissioner E. F. Van Kessel 
predicted that release of the land 
would allow the commission to 
build what it plans for $1% million 
and that it wouldn’t be necessary 
to sell the entire authorized bond 
issue. 

This observation prompfed com- 
missioner George Warren to re- 
mark—‘why don’t}we add another 


half million and do a good job?"! 


County Attorney Harry. Johns- 
ton told the board it need only 
issue whatever amount of bonds it 
desired but that it couldn’t top the 
$3 million ceiling, which it had al- 
ready set.
